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Response to Arguments 
Applicant's arguments filed 19 May 2006 have been fully considered but they are 
not persuasive. 

First, applicant argues that the rejection is improper because the Examiner is 
mixing allegations of obviousness and anticipation in the rejection. The Examiner 
disagrees. See MPEP 2112. The inherent teaching of a prior art reference, a question 
effect, arises both in the context of anticipation and obviousness. 

Second, applicants argue that the applicant's invention is distinguished from 
Jung because Jung uses precipitation hardening and the Applicant uses a dense layer 
of sulfides. In response to applicant's argument that the references fail to show certain 
features of applicant's invention, it is noted that the features upon which applicant relies 
are not recited in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of 
the specification, limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In 
re Van Geuns, 988 F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 

Third, applicant argues that Jung teaches away from the absence of tempering or 
a low temperature tempering step. In response, applicant notes that Jung explicitly 
teaches (col. 4 lines 41-48) austenizing and/or tempering at 350-575 degrees C. 
Therefore, Jung teaches both the absence of tempering and low temperature 
tempering. It's unclear how applicant believes that Jung teaches away from what it 
explicitly teaches. 
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Fourth, applicant argues that Jung does not teach the claimecl hardness of 30-45 
in HRC. In response, the Examiner notes that 30-45 in HRC corresponds to 300-446 in 
Hv, which is taught by Jung (see Table 2). 

Fifth, applicant argues that the prima facie case of obviousness is rebutted due to 
the surprising combination of excellent corrosion properties, resistance to sulfide stress 
cracking, local corrosion resistance, and corrosion wear resistance. In response, see 
MPEP 716.02(b) II. Appellants have the burden of explaining the data in any 
declaration they proffer as evidence of non-obviousness. In the instant case, applicant 
has merely alleged unexpected results. 

Sixth, applicant argues that the claimed invention is distinguished from Jung 
because Jung is directed to a tungsten-containing alloy. In response to applicant's 
argument that the references fail to show certain features of applicant's invention, it is 
noted that the features upon which applicant relies (i.e., lack of tungsten) are not recited 
in the rejected claim(s). Although the claims are interpreted in light of the specification, 
limitations from the specification are not read into the claims. See In re Van Geuns, 988 
F.2d 1181, 26 USPQ2d 1057 (Fed. Cir. 1993). 
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
